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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


June 6, 1983 
Dear Fellow Missourians: 

Although state general revenue receipts for May indicate a weak economic 
recovery is underway, I feel the upturn won’t be enough for state government 
to avoid a recurrence of cash flow problems in the next fiscal year. 

Total general revenue collections are running 7.6 percent ahead of last year, 
a sign Missouri’s economy is on a slow upswing. Yet, revenue receipts for fiscal 
1983 ending next month will not be strong enough to prevent continued cash 
flow problems for state government. 

May general revenue collections totalled $253.6 million, up 2.9 percent from 
the same month a year ago. 

Leading the way were corporate income tax collections of $13.4 million, an 
increase of 11.4 percent over May of last year. Even with this upsurge in May, 
total state corporate income tax receipts continue to run about the same as last 
year. 

State sales tax revenue this month increased 5.3 percent over last May’s 
level, totalling $97.1 million for the month. 

As a leading economic indicator, sales tax receipts don’t point to a quick 
economic turnaround in Missouri. Sales tax collections this year are running 
only 3.8 percent ahead of 1982. 

Despite lagging collections in May, individual income tax receipts are still 
running 12.9 percent above last year’s total at this time of year. Individual in- 
come tax collections for May totalling $80 million were 11.7 percent below last 
May’s figure. 

Other general revenue sources were up 22.5 percent from the same time last 
year, primarily because of hefty increases in collection of county foreign insur- 
ance taxes.
